The Newark -Pre-School

Developed under the auspices 

of the United Community Cor- 
poration, and funded by the Of- 
fice of Economie Opportunity, 
with a supplementary, grant 
from the State of New Jersey, 
and the Newark Municipal 
Council, the council expects to 
enroll some. 3600 children and 
prepare them for their first kin- 
dergarten experience next fall, 
Dr. Akers said. 

“Great stress is being put on 
education during the early days 
of this war on poverty,” Dr. 
Akers . observed, “and we are 
moving quickly to train staff to 
meet our expanding program, 
which by the end of October 
will be reaching over. 1000 
youngsters.” . i . 

A grass roots program such as 
the Pre-School Council has more 
than one objective and serves a 
multitude of purposes, Dr. Akers 
said. In addition to preparing 
youngsters for the formal kin- 
dergarten experience, and es- 
tablishing a meaningful link be- 
tween home and elassroom, he 
explained, these projects provide 
many employment and training 
opportunities for qualified peo- 
ple who are unable to find work, 
or those not trained in a specific 
skill, In the near future the 
Council will set up a program on. 
a center-by-center basis to pro- 
vide parents with the education-
